Early  on  Saturday  morning,  before  the

the  good  of  the  community. then  the  efforts 
put  forth  by  them  are  luuduble,  but  not 
otherwise. 

But  how  different  it  wn*  in  olden  time. 
One  of  the  laws  of  the  colony  of  New  Ply¬ 
mouth,  passed  in  1832,  provided  that  if  any 
person  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Governor 
and  woul  1  not  serve  he  should  be  fined 
twenty  pounds  sterling,  and  if  he  refused  to 
pay  the  fine  it  was  to  be  levied  out  of  his 
goods  and  chattels.  It  was  also  enacted 
that  if  anv  one  was  chosen  to  the  office  of 
council  and  declined  its  acceptance  be 
should  be  fined  ten  pounds.  Among  the  re¬ 
cords  of  that  colony  is  one  of  1633  which 
reads  as  follows  :  “Mr.  Edward  Winslow 
chosen  Governor  of  Plymouth,  as  Mr.  Brad¬ 
ford,  having  been  Governor  for  teu  years, 
now  by  importunity  got  off.” 

Jonathan  Trumbull  of  Connecticut  seems 
to  have  been  a  model  politician  and  states¬ 
man.  In  1783  when  urged  to  accept  the  of¬ 
fice  of  Governor  for  unotlier  term,  he  sent 
an  address  to  the  General  Assembly  of  Con¬ 
necticut  stating  his  determination  not  run 
rnn  again  for  the  office  of  Governor.  He 
therein  states  that  he  is  73  years  of  age  and 
that  heliad  been  in  different  public  offices 
51  years  and  had  been  Governor  14  years. 
He  adds  these  words  :  “Reflecting  on  my  ad¬ 
vanced  stage  of  life,  a  life  worn  out  almost 
in  the  constant  duties  of  office,  I  think  it 
my  duty  to  retire  from  the  busy  concerns  of 
public  affairs  that  nt  the  evening  of  my  days 
l  may  sweeten  their  decline  by  devoting  my¬ 
self  with  less  avocation  and  more  attention 
to  the  duties  of  religion  and  the  service  of 
mv  God,  and  preparation  for  a  future  and 
happier  state  of  existence,  in  which  pleas¬ 
ing  employment  I  shall  not  forget  my  coun¬ 
try  and  shall  make  it  my  ardent  prayer  that 
Heaven  will  not  fail  to  ‘bless  her  with  its 
choicest  favors.  ”  H®  goes  on  nud  urges  his 
fellow  citizens  to  revere  and  practice  virtue 
in  all  its  lovely  forms,  that  being  the  surest 
and  l>est  establishment  of  national  as  well 
as  private  felicity  nnd  prosperity.  That 
dismissing  as  well  all  local  prejudices  as  un¬ 
reasonable  and  excessive  jealousies  and  sus¬ 
picions  they,  should  6tudv  peace  and  harmo¬ 
ny  with  each  other  and  with  the  several 
States.  Finally  he  exhorts  them  to  love  one 
another, to  each  study  the  good  of  his  neigh¬ 
bor  and  of  the  community  as  his  own.to  bate 
strifes,  contentions.jealouRias,  envy,  avarice 
and  even-  evil  work,  nud  to  ground  them¬ 
selves  in  this  faithful  and  sure  axiom  that 
“virtue  exalteth  a  nation  but  that  sin  and 
evil  workings  are  the  destruction  of  a  peo¬ 
ple." 

What  a  contrast  was  the  character  of  this 
good  man  to  the  noisy,  brawling  politician 
of  the  present  day,  whom  yon  may  meet  in 
the  highways  and  byways,  on  the  steam- 
boat,  in  thq  cars,  with  brex»*n  face  and
